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How Much Paint to Order. 



Add the length of both sides of the build- 
ing to the width of both ends, then multiply 
by the height. This gives the number of 
square feet in the building. 

A gallon of Hammar Paint mixed with a 
gallon of oil makes two gallons of paint - 
each of which will cover 300 square feet 
on good surface— two coats. 

Therefore, divide the number of square 
feet in your building by 300 — the result will 
be the number of gallons required for two- 
coat work. Three-coat work will require 
one- half more paint.
